MILITARY PREPARATION FOR 
YOUTH FOR PERIOD OF YEAR 
ADVOCATED IN CONGRESS TALK 


(By The Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 
President Trum an recommended today a 
univ ersal training program inv olv ing a year of m ilitary preparation to 
prov ide a reserv e of manpower to preserv e future peace.

W alter P. Reuther. vice president of United Auto 
Workers, the C I O. Affiliate leading the organization's 
campaign for an arbitrary 30 per cent wage increase. 
ha* declared in a brief .submit ted tq General Motors 
Corp. th at “th e well-being of American workers, busi­ 
nessmen, farm ers, white collar and professional groups 
requires the 30 per eMpt increase which O enerai 
M otors is able to pay wifhout increasing prices”. 
The last clau.se in this statem ent Is the nub of 
the issue, the Henry Wallaee-C.I.O. thesis th a t the 
wage elem ent in the cost of production can be in­ 
creased arbitrarily w ithout a corresponding increase 
in the price of the product. 
G eneral Motors Corp 
says it would be an economic impossibility The presi­ 
d ent of Chrysler Corp., K. T ,/K eller, has stated the 
situation bluntly: "It's up to W ashington to decide 
how m uch inflation they w ant." 
O ther spokesmen 
for th e automobile industry, chosen by C I O. as the 
proving ground for its m ore-wages-same-eost thesis, 
all Insist that it is dem onstrably wrong 
Mr. Rnuther 
him self told newsmen a t (he clasp of last week that 
“if the automobile companies can't give us 30 per 
cent w ithout increasing costs, th a t’s one thing—but 
we think they can". 
T here Is a political as well as economic question 
raised by this difference of opinion. The federal gov­ 
ernm ent. through its authority to force management 
into certain industrial relations and price patterns, 
m ust accept ultim ate responsibility for whatever price 
inflation m ight be caused directly by arbitrary wage 
increases 
As Mr. R outher says, the “well-being" of 
all of us Is at stake But it rem ains to be seen w hether 
it will be served best if the higher w age-higher price 
cycle is jet-propelled in the basic automobile indus­ 
try. 
W hat is happening in th a t industry today in 
the nam e of collective bargaining will have Us reper­ 
cussions eventually at tile polls.

It is not to be won­

Association of M anufacturer:

an o\<*rall tax 
reduction of $8 billion 
But the American people cannot shut their eyes 
to the fact th at, though the war is won, the goals for 
which it was fought have not been achieved 
Germ any and Japan may br* defeated and many 
of their conquerors may be exhausted, but peace is 
by no means secure 
None of the victorious powers has more consistently 
claimed its devotion to the ideals of peace, freedom, 
prosperity and self-determ ination than the United 
States. Yet the world and we ourselves mav wonder 
how sincere th at devotion is if we strip ourselves of 
m ilitary strength, as we seem bent on doing, and rely 
only on words to gain the ends toward which the 
world has advanced through such frightful bloodshed 
A standing army capable of defending us against 
any power or group of powers would, of course, lead 
to national bankruptcy 
An army as woefully inade­ 
quate as that of 1940 would cause us to lase diplo­ 
matic prestige by proclaiming th a t we were not ready 
to fight, lf need be. in defense of the Ideals which we 
have so vigorously espoused. 
Between these two extremes stands the proposal 
for universal m ilitary training which General M ar­ 
shall has put forward. Tile argum ents in its favor 
.seem unanswerable if a realistic view of world con­ 
ditions is taken. For the sake of world peace, national 
security, strength of diplom atic derisions and the 
lives of the men who might, have to fight another 
war. /such a force of modern m inute m en seems the 
only logical solution 
Tile United States cannot pull out of world affairs 
It cannot abandon the hum ane com m itm ents for 
which it has fought. 
And it cannot safely think of 
total 
demobilization 
and 
disarm am ent 
until 
that 
utopian day when harmony and understanding shall 
prevail throughout the earth.

W hat the indictm ent sets forth in effect is that 
any member of a political party which becomes re­ 
sponsible for conspiracy to break the peace of the 
world shares responsibility and Is subject to indict­ 
m ent. conviction and punishm ent as a w ar criminal. 
Carried one step further, th e indictm ent proposes 
th at political parties, hitherto regarded as of merely 
domestic significance, shall be regarded as 
inter­ 
nationally significant. 
Probably 
no 
highly 
placed 
member of H itler’s National Socialist party is directly 
guilty of the base crimes of violence th a t grew out ot 
the party program, but all are charged with guilt for 
the conspiracy th at broke the peace. It is contended, 
in other words, that m em bership in any organization 
th a t violates the peace of the world has become an 
international offense. 
The same principle will be 
applied in due course of time to Japan's m ilitarist 
conspirators. 
The im plications of this concept are too vast to be 
com prehended at first thought 
They can bt' realized 
vaguely, however, by remembering th a t Fritz Kuhn 
who was the leader of a political m inority in the 
U nited States, has been deported to G erm any and is 
under arrest th ere for his part in a war he watched 
from the U nited States.
